Monday from the almost nationwide 
heat wave, which has taken a toll of 
481 lives in nine days. Although wes- 
tern temperatures were modulated to 
some extent Sunday by cloudiness, 
rains and winds, resulting in a smal- 
ler number of deaths than the day 
before, the continuing heat in many 
eastern areas added heavily to the 
casualty list. Deaths Sunday directly 
attributed to the heat numbered 157, 
all but eight in eastern territory. 


Philadelphia leads the casualty list 


with 71 deaths while 31 were recorded 
in Xew York.

REGULATING BUSSES 


The state assembly has passed a bill 


•which now goes to the senate for action, 
•which establishes complete regulation of 
all motor bus lines. The supervision is 
lodged in the railroad commission and 
covers rates, routes andjservice. No new 
bus line may be started without the ap- 
proval of the commission. All busses are 
to be bonded, confined to exact routes and 
limited as to speed. 


Busses are •common carriers in the same 


L sense as railroads and electric railways. 
For the same reasons that apply to steam 
and electric carriers they should be sub- 
jected to ihe jurisdiction of the railroad 
commission. It is not so much a question 
of protecting rail agencies of transporta- 
tion in their competitive rights, as it is a 
matter of protecting the pnblie in its use 
of busses and in placing all carriers on a 
common footing. 
"When it is sought to 


establish, a busline its competency, respon- 
sibility and its usefulness in public service 
should be under the scrutiny of state au- 
thorities. It should be required to do de- 
finite things and to maintain its service in 
accordance "with fixed rules, designed to 
make the operation of common carriers 
safe and in accordance -with standards of 
sound pnblie policy. There is no good 
reason -why busses should be free from 
such restrictions and every reason why 
they should be required to conform to 
them. 


The growth of bus lines has been rapid 


and almost -without restraint- In several 
respects their operation is ersposed to 
greater hazards than steam and electric 
railroads. 
They have become an import- 


ant factor in transportation and for both 
of these reasons they ought to be strictly 
and constantly regulated, "While ive do 


• not have the pending bill before us. -we 
have no doubt its provisions are reason- 
able and are designed to meet the purposes 
ve bare outlined. Therefore, ire hope 


i the senate frill ratify this measure*

, lunations whose purpose is "the unreas- 


onable resJraint of trade." Congress 
Im'ing passed such an act irbich is ia fact 
llic simplest part of Ihe business, it de- 
volve*, upon the supreme court of »b« 
United Slates to dclcrmiue in ihe many 
instances lhat pass, in review before it 
what 5s and what is not aa "unrcafcoaalle 
rcslralnt of lradc.*r 
Of course, the pur- 


pose of the Sherman ncl is to prevent the 
great abuses that arise when all or most of 
those engaged in a similar line of busi- 
ness or industry agree upon a price at 
vhsch Ihcir product fhalJ be sold to ibe 
public. The judges of tjic court arc -well 
acquainted with She qualities of human 
nature which so often impel sacn vrhen 
the power or controller the fixing of a 
price is in their hands to permit greed to 
*sway their better jradgmcnt of what is a 
fair and legitimate price. 


* 
The effort of the government of ihe 


United Slates in the cases just decided, 
however, went far beyond what -was reas- 
onable in attempting to establish that the 
'manufacturers of flooring and cement 
w<»rc violating: the letter 
of the law. 


There was no proof 
made that those 


involved had either agreed upon or at- 
tempted to fix prices. The voluntary as- 
sociations which they had organized col- 
lected for the members a great mass of 
data or information concerning their own 
businesses, including costs of materials, 
labor, transportation and sales, all of 
which every law-abiding and intelligent 
manufacturer should know in order to 
conduct his own business in an efficient 
manner. It is a long jump from the col- 
lo'.-tion of such data to a charge of monop- 
oly. In the language of Mr. Justice 
Holmes, one of the admittedly liberal 
winded members of the supreme courtj "I 
did not believe that excluding mills in 
the backwoods from information in order 
to enable centralizing purchasers to take 
advantage of their ignorance was neces- 
sary in order to free them from the charge 
of crime." 


Of course, a construction to the con- 


trary would biit put a premium upon ig- 
norance, would be making care and cau- 
tion and study of one's business and'the 
fundamental rules of economics that af- 
fect it. an offense, would be making heed- 
lessness and negligence upon the part of 
a manufacturer a virtue. 


Yet. when we view the perplexing and 


intricate business problems which under 
the Sherman act congress requires the 
courts to decide, we may the better under- 
stand why so many decisions under this 
act are made by a divided court.

N. Y., 
and Bobby Jones, Jr., the 22 year old 
amateur of Atlanta. Ga...-whose rise in/the 
golf world has been phonomenal from the 
jime Tv'Iien he was a boy of 14. 


The battle -was carried to a total of 108 


holes, -which breaks all records in the 
national open. The match ended in a tie 
in the regulation play of the tournament. 
The play-off of 18 holes followed, -which 
was also a tie, necessitating another play- 
off of 18 holes, and the contest was only 
settled on the last hole, when Bobby 
missed a 7 foot putt for a half. The odds 
were on Jones, because of his youth, ex- 
traordinary golf form and staying quali- 
ties, but life Scotchman, sixteen years his 
senior, proved the better after first throw- 
ing away a number of opportunities to 
vm. and finally in the last match being at 
one time four strokes down. Regardless 
of Bobby's popularity, it ivill have to be 
conceded in the interest of good sports- 
manship that the better man won. Still 
it is safe lo say that a great future is 
ahead of the Atlanta youth and that he is 
destined to •unusual triumph. 


To the golf lovers a match" of this kind 


affords keener interest and excitement 
than any other contest. It has all the ele- 
ments of the spectacular, the tense, the 
display of nerve and skill. Every year 
golf is gaining in its hold on the Ameri- 
can people. The public is b^ing initiated 
into its mysteries, pleasures and benefits in 
increasing numbers. Everything should 
be done to encourage the playing of golf 
by its supporters as -well as by municipali- 
ties.

WE'RE BETTER 1ST SOME WAYS 


Nowadays in certain ways we're getting better 


and better, as I. a well meaning; pessimist. I should 
say, am bound to admit, yet candor compels me— 
and I confess I enjoy being driven by candor—to 
qualify this admission by adding: that we seem to 
be just marking- time or maybe falling back in 
other ways. These observations apply only to our 
physical well being. 
As I view the situation our 


general progress in health is rather liko that of a 
candidly obese woman getting out of a flivver—if 
vou catch her in the act you think she is just get- 
:ingr in. 


The lines along which we are making good pro- 


gress in health building are mainly passive, for our 
attitude 
toward 
health betterment plans we are 


much like the old churl who. toward the end. con- 
Dented to have a regular doctor attend him, but he 
issured the doctor he had summoned him only to 
please some anxious relative!, and he himself had 
no fakh whatever in doctors or their pills and pc- 
Ions. 
The doctor blithely responded that such a 


rifle made no difference at all—a mule has no faith 
a A veterinarian, but the veterinarian goes right 
ahead and cures him Just the same. Typhoid fever 
which -was formerly in our midst as regularly as 
he autumn rolled around. Is now becoming rather 
a curiosity, it is so rare in civilized communities. 


The reason for this is not flattering to our intelli- 
cence, for it is wholly due to the sanitary precau- 
ions taken in our behalf and generally without our 
knowledge or consent, by the public health ^author- 
ties, and not in the slightest degree to any inter- 
st or effort of ours as individuals. 
Idle speculation ancl half baked theories aside, 


here is no known measure, no secret ^f diet, bath- 
ng, exercise or thought whereby an individual can 
nsure himself against the chance of infection with 
yphold fever. It doesn't make a particle of differ- 
nce whether he keeps fit or not. Typhoid bacilli 
»av> never shown any preference for unfit persons, 
nor have they ever shown any preference for the 
ystcm or blood of the individual who is "full of 
ioisons" (according to the half baked theory of 
a certain shortcut healing cult). An athlete" in per- 
cct physical condition, a vegetarian of the strict- 


type, a healthy vigorous young person who re- 


igiously obeys every law of personal hygiene, or a 
simpleton 
freshly 
fortified 'by any of the new 


angled cult methods is quite as likely to develop 
yphold fever if exposed to infection as is anybody 
else. And such an individual, even though he has 
no faith In doctors or no belief in what he child- 
shly calls "the germ theory." is just as readily Im- 
munized against typhoid infection by the prophy- 
actic bacterin or "antityphoid vaccination" as is 
he doctor himself. No doubt a few thousands of 
he men. so immunized in the armies in the world 
var had no faith in such methods, but strangely 
nough typhoid fever didn't participate in the cas- 
ualty lists of the world war. 


The conquest of typhoid fever is only one of 


many great blessings conferred upon 
a passive 


people by our active public health authorities, and 
.he 
conquest 
of 
typhoid fever is only in part 


founded upon personal immunization with typho- 
bacterin. Much credit must be given the universal 
care taken to prevent epidemics through pollution 
of public water supplies and the general practice 
of chlorination of such water. 


Another time we'll endeavor to explain why per- 


sonal health betterment is so backward as com- 
>ared with the steady, forward progress of public 
lealth protection.

But Itis an 
adventure full of Interest to trace 
back such an idea as far as this can 
be done and to get a sense of the con 
tunity of human thought. 
' While the thought that men 
40 are merely a drag1 must be take 
with reservations and while It is pos- 
sible to produce numerous example* 
to refute it, nevertheless the idea ia 
not without value. 
Through thous- 


ands of years men have worshipped 
mere age and have assumed that men 
are wise merely because they are 
mature in years. Dissent from that 
notion is healthy and a challenge to 
age to keep up on its toes. Samuel 
Butier in our own day has been the 
chief exponent of the thought that 
the alleged wisdom of age is xreatly 
overrated.*

IN MUDDY UTAH RIVER 


Washington, D. C-— An ideal stream 


for the lazy or impatient fisherman, 
who craves nourishment rather than 
the thrill of the catch, has been dis- 
coxered by interior department en 
glners in the inaccessible, turbid San 
Juan River, one of the main trlbu:
